Roentgen, 
or X-rays, "are being con- 


ducted in great secrecy at aBerlin, In- 
stitute, according to a communication 
received at the State Department from 
Consul-General Guenther at Frankfort, 
Germany. 
The new species ofrays are 


called Bacqueral rays, after their dis- 
coverer, a French chemist, 
who first 


put his discovery before the public in 
1895. Inthe furor which the Roentgen 
rays created inthe medical worldthese 
Bacqueral 
rays 
were lost 
sight of. 


The experiments are said to have dis- 
closed the fact that an entirely new 
element is responsible forthe Bacqueral 
rays and that they render almost every 
transparent substance luminous In the 
darkness. 
Consul-Geueral 
Guenther 


says that the new rays make itpossible 
to tellgenuine diamonds from artificial 
ones in the dark, 
which tact would 


prove of great practical importance in 
testing. 
The experiments, itis stated, 


also hay demonstrated that rays eman- 
ating from a larger quautity of the 
new elements make the air such a con- 
ductor of electricity as to promise that 
the property can be utilised in wireless 
telegraphy. 
The results of the experi- 


ments, it is stated, willbe laid before 
Emperor William, "which" says the 
Consul-General, "seems toindicate that 
the discovery is regarded as one of great 
importance.

A dispatch from Tien-tsin says 
the 


tension is increasing and a conflictmay 
be expected at 
any moment. 
The 
troops of all nations are under arms. 
The situation around the station is un- 
changed, although all is disquieting. 
Possibly the French troops willinter- 
fere inthe quarrt-1 inspite ofthe efforts 
of their officers to preserve neutrality. 
Recently several groups of French sol- 
diers walked to the British concession, 
shouting " A has les Anglais." 
Quar- 
rels resulted and in some cases blood 
was shed. 
French never walk without 


bayonets. 
Once three Frenchmen at- 
tacked Captain Bogler of the British 
army and forced him to leave a rick- 
shaw. 
The Captain defended himself 
withhis fists. A party ofSikhs finally 
came to the rescue. 


\u25a0 General Lorn 
Campbell 
then- called for troops and 


drove the Frenchmen from the conces- 
sion. He placed sentries around the 
Britishsection and ordered them not to 
allowany more French soldiers to enter. 


A cable fromPeking says that when 
the Chinese heard of the early depart- 
ure of the American troops from China, 
and also that the section of the Tartar 
City which had been 
controlled by 


these men was tobe turned over to the 
Germans, they sent a delegation ofover 
2000 prominent men to Major Robert- 
son, commanding the American troops 
there, asking him to retain administra- 
tionofaffairs. 
They declared that un- 


der the Americans, 
order had been 
preserved and the Chinese had been 
able to secure justice. 


The excitement and anxiety at Tien- 
tsin as to the possible developments of 
the Anglo-Russian 
siding dispute 
do 
notabate. 
Acompany ofBritish troops 


and a company of Russian soldiers re- 
main on either side ofthe trench, look- 
ingat each other. 
The Russians have 
orders to fireon any one commencing 
work. 


Major Foote, Ninth United States 
Infantry, says the French soldiers are 
frequently abusive 
to the American 
troops while out- on pass, unarmed, I 
while the French 
were armed with 


swords or bayonets. 


Speaking ofthe attack made by some 
French soldiers on members 
of the 
British Sikh regiment, in the French 
concession, 
General 
Lorne-Campbell 
says itwas merely a childish outbreak, 
and against the orders of theirown gen- 
eral, whohad forbidden theFrench sol- 
diers to enter the Britishconcession. 


Count yon Waldersee has interfered, 
as commander in chief of the allied 
forces in China, to put an end to the 
mutually hostile attitude of theBritish 
and Russian troops at Tien-tsin. 


General Voyren says there is no fric 
tion between the French and British. 


CHINA. 


Troops Fand G, Sixth Cavalry, now 
stationed at the Presidio, and Company 
H,Seventh Infantry, stationed at Al- 
catraz, have been ordered to sail for 
Manila by the first transport that Is 
available. 
They are expected 
to em- 
bark on the Hancock, whichis sched- 
uled to sailMarch 25. 
One squadron of 
the Sixth Cavalry is In the Philippines 
and the other is in China. 
The two 
troops which are ordered to the front 
formed the home squadron. 


The Twenty-eighth, Thirty-fifthand 
Thirty-ninth Volunteer Infantry Regi- 
ments sailed fromManila forSan Fran- 
uisco March 16th on the transports 
Thomas, Rosecrans and Uwton. When 
the Twenty-eighth arrived at Manila 
fromthe United States there were forty- 
six officers and 1212 men in the regi- 
ment. 
Fifteen officers and forty-four 
men remain there. 
The roster shows 
that the regiment lost eight killedin 
action, and thirty-one officers and 1043 
men sailed on the transport.

Be Snatched a Life Out of a Pool of 


Inspector O. B. Sheppard of the Ca- 


nadian department of fisheries 
says In 


his .annual 
report 
that uuless 
some- 


thing Is done to prevent it sturgeon 
soon willbe practically extinct in the 
Lake Huron and Georgian bay district 
Inthe northern part of the district, es- 
pecially In Lake Nipissing and rivers 
leading therefrom, they are still plenti- 
ful, but they are being slaughtered 
at 


a fearful rate, one firm having shipped 
70,000 pounds of caviare inthe season. 
As tbe roe is the part of the fish that 
is of the most 
value, and it is taken 


just before spawning, the sturgeon has 
no chance
